This is in response to the supplemental notice of allowability issued January 13, 2010. 



The Examiner indicated that Japanese patent document JP 60-123502 was not considered 
because an English translation of the document was not provided. The rules of practice do not 
require the filing of an English translation of a non-English document. Additionally, and 
significantly, as noted in the information disclosure statement submitted September 3, 2009, the 
relevance of JP 60-123502 is discussed in the Notification of Reason for Refusal issued by the 
Japanese patent office July 21, 2009, in a counterpart application. Additionally, as also noted in 
the information disclosure statement, U.S. patent 4,530,999 corresponds to JP 60-123502. 
Therefore, an English translation was, in fact, submitted.

Furthermore, as noted in the information disclosure statement, JP 60-123502 relates to 
irradiation of cellulose carbamate already manufactured. The cellulose carbamate can be 
manufactured, according to column 4, lines 23-31, using methods described in Finnish patents 
61033 or 62318; the former was cited in the information disclosure statement submitted with the 
filing of the application, the latter corresponds to U.S. patent 4,404,369, which was also cited in 
the information disclosure statement submitted with the filing of the application. 

In view of the above, Applicants have clearly satisfied the requirements of the duty of 
disclosure and the Examiner must indicate that JP 60-123502 has been considered. Additionally, 
since the Examiner indicated that U.S. patent 4,530,999 was considered, the Examiner has, in 
fact, considered JP 60-123502.
